TO ROZ OFFICIALS AT VARIOUS LEVELS. THIS INCLUDE INDIRECT APPEAL 
TO PRESIDENT MOBUTU ON APRIL 25 THROUGH ZAIRIAN AMBASSADOR TO ROK, 
MULAMBA, WHO WAS ATTENDING AMBASSADORS' CONFERENCE HERE. 

WHILE ZAIRIAN RESPONSES HAVE BEEN EVASIVE, HWANG CONTINEUES TO 
NOURISH HOPE THAT, DESPITE ZAIRE’ S PRO NORTH KOREAN VOTE IN JUST 
CONCLUDED IPU MEETING AT ABIDJAN, GOZ DELEGATION TO WHO WILL BE 
INSTRUCTED TO SUPPORT ROK. HE HAS BEEN PROMISED FIRMS REPLY BY MAY 
4. 

2. POLITICAL COUNSELOR CALL ON DEPTFONAFF DIRECTOR FOR POLITICAL 
AFFAIRS, KALONGI, MAY 2, PRESENTED CASE FOR POSTPHONEMENT OF 
CONSIDERATION OF NORTH KOREAN APPLICATION, AND SAID USG WOULD 
WELCOME GOZ SUPPORT. HANDED KALONJI AIDE MEMOIRE CONTAING 
TALKING POINTS OUTLINED IN STATE 67911. KALTNJI INDICATD 
FRANKLY THAT ZAIRIAN POSITION AT GENEVA LIKELY TO BE SAME AS AT 
ABIDJAN, I. E. , TO ABSTAIN ON VOTE FOR POSTPONEMENT AND TO SUPPORT 
ADMISSION OF NORTH KOREA IF QUESTION COME TO VOTE. HE EXPLAINED 
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THAT PRINCIPAL FACTOR IN GOZ DECISION WAS RECENT AGREEMENT TO 
ESTABLISH DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH NORTH KOREA. HE PERSONALLY 
V REPRESENTATIVE WILL BE PROGRAMMED WHEN SUBJECT OF HIS 
PRESENTATION KNOWN. IN ADDITION TO AMERICAN SPEAKERS, NINETEEN 
CZECHOSLOVAK SCIENTISTS WILL PRESENT PAPERS AT SEMINAR. ( TOTAL 
SEMINAR ATTENDANCE ESTIMATED BY FMTID AT 120.) SINCE CZECHOSLOVAK 
PAPERS WILL HAVE BEEN REPRODUCED AND DISTRIBUTED BY OPENING OF 
SEMINAR. ORGANIZERS FORESEE THAT CZECHOSLOVAK PRESENTATIONS WILL 
BE RELATIVELY BRIEF. THEY PREPARED. HOWEVER, ALLOW AMERICAN 
SPEAKERS " AS MUCH TIME AS DESIRED," AND SUGGEST 20-30 MINUTE 
PRESENTATION FOLLOWED BY 10-15 MINUTE QUESTION- AND- ANSWER PERIOD. 
LUNCH BREAKS AND EVENING WILL, OF COURSE, PERMIT FURTHER EXCHANGES 
ON AN INFORMAL BASIS. 

3. IF AMERICAN PARTICIPANTS CAN PROVIDE " CLEAN" COPIES OF PAPERS, 
SUITABLE FOR PHOTO- OFFSET REPRODUCTION, AT OPENING SESSION,

OF VISIT ON ENTRY INTO CZECHOSLOVAKIA WILL BE WAIVED FOR ALL 
AMERICAN PARTICIPANTS.

ALL AMERICAN PARTICIPANTS FROM PRAGUE TO PILSEN ON JUNE 3 AND

REQUIREMENTS REQUESTED PRAGUE REFTEL PARA 4. WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
SIMON BOURGIN, USIA SCIENCE ADVISOR, ALSO INTERESTED IN POSSIBILITY 
OF ATTENDING SEMINAR. WE HAVE INFORMED FMTID BOURGIN MAY ATTEND 
AS OBSERVER AND THEY CONCUR. PLEASE CONFIRM WHETHER BOURGIN 
DEFINITELY COMING, AND IF HE COULD BRING SLIDES FOR SUITABLE
